A CONVENiVnT BARN, 

Ona that Krrvc* N'iiiii«*rnus l'iir|Mla«a to 
ICvor/ Uodx'a MatUAMilloii. 

"I will doscrlbe a born that I built a 
few y<'arH ago for a stock barn, n pla*'e 
to ^lo^o up ujiplos alter piokiiiff ihiun, 
mowing away hay, otc. The malq 
building is 80 feet wide by 66 foot long, 
with 16 feet posts and IJ (eet sheds all 
around, making tho structure A4 feet 
wide by H9 foot long. It Is built on a 
geiitle ridge; the posts set on Holld 
Htono iiillarH jUHt above tho ground. 
U hoa no floor but tho solid ground, 
and the water from the eaves runii into 
dilTorent streams, so there is no mud, 
and not even dampness inside of the 
barn. There Is a drivo-way through 
tho center tile wh<i1e length, and a 10- 
foot Hoolion oil each nldo of tho drive- 
way. Ill thin part of 111,' ham wo nt^ire 
up from 8,000 to S.mi Immdn of iip- 
pies till we got them packed n<iuly to 
ship. After the q>ples havo all been 
sold off, we fill this space with corn on 
tBo foddiM' and husk it at our lolHiirts 
and in bad weather. Tlio sptuNj ovci^ 
tioml holds tho 10 Ions of hay whldi 
have been put up at hiiy hai voHt 

There is a 12-foot spocu on uacb sldo, 
nmning tho whole length, with stalls 
tor catUe on ono side and horses on tho 
other, enough to accommodate IH head 
of each, the mnngcrs all fa<!lng to tho 
center driveway so thoy I'lin tm fed 
from tho o.'IiUt. W'.- havo sliding 
windows bohlnd tiiu stock, out of which 
to throw thu manure. Above them are 
sliding glass windoi^s for light and olr. 
For making manure, we use straw to 
bod nil the stock, but only use the 
straw in times of snow when wo can 
not get forest loaves. Tho farmer who 
has never bedded his stock with leaves 
dous not know how to keep his stock 
clean and make a groat amoitut qf the 
very finest manure. Two ipon wltl) 
the wagon-bed (on a sled tor oonven- 
lonco) when tho loaves arc moist can 
put in 10 wcll-tainpc4 IoiuIh per day, 
J'l|u barn Ib capublu uf holding a vu^ 
riety of fruit, stock, crops during thu 
year, and of making a largo amount uf 
manure.
